Wilmington and Billerica Lit- 
tle League Tournament teams 
will square off, in the beginn- 
ing of the tournament, against 
each other, at the Little League 
Park, on Wilmington Common, 
Saturday afternoon, This is the 
first of five games that could 
lead either of the two teams to 
the Little League World Series, 
in Williamsport, Pennsylvania 

Both teams are part of Dis. 
trict 8, in Region 2, Little Lea 
gue. There are six other teams 
in the district, Chelmsford, Con- 
cord, Maynard, Bellingham, Mil- 
ford and Franklin. All eight of 
‘these teams will be playing, 
sometime before August 5th, 
with Chelmsford and Concord 
Playing Saturday. 

In the District Conference, 
held with James Mulvaney, Dis- 
trict Director, of South Acton, 
last week, both Billerica and 
Wilmington drew “home team" 
assignments, while Concord and 
Chelmsford ' drew “away’ 

The wiiner of the game in Wil- 
mington Saturday will be match- 
ed against the winner of the 
Concord Chelmsford tilt, some- 
time before August 7th. If Bill 
erica wins, the game will be in 
the Billerica Little League park, 
Andover ‘Road, while if Wil. 
mington wins the game will be 
played at the Wilmington Little 
League park, because both teams 
are “home teams”, 

Meanwhile, in the southern 
part of the district, Maynard 
and Milford will be ‘playing a- 
ainst each other, and Belling 
am and Franklin will match 
their abilities. The winner of 
these games will then play, be- 
fore off, as will the northern 
half of the district, in what 
will be called the Jnter-district 
games. 

The two Inter-district winn- 
ers must tlien play each other. 
This game, will be known as the 
Dist. Game and will be held at 
the Maynard Litt!2 League park, 
because of its central location, 
and must be played before Au, 
ust 12th, The Maynard park is

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THE'G. I, BILL IS NINE YEARS OLD 

Nine years ago, the G. J. Bill for World War IT veterans 
was put into effect. One of its benefits is still in full force, 
another is approaching the end and the third has long since 
faded into history 

The act was signed during the war, on June 22, 1944, 
and it contained three more readjustment aids to veterans, 
in their efforts to get back into the swing of civilian living 

One was a program of guaranteed loans for homes, farms, 
and businesses. The second, education and training at govern- 
ment expenses, and the third, readjustment allowances for 
periods of unemployment 

The GI Loan program is still in effect, and has four more 
years to run. It comes to an end, for nearly all World War 
II veterans of July 25, 1957. So far, according to the Veterans 
Administration, some 3,300,000 veterans have obtained G! 
foans for homes, with the VA guaranteeing or insuring about 
half of that amount.

WHO IS THE BOSS? 

The obvious answer, of course, is 
that the President has this power, 
and discharges it through his cab- 
inet members and other top-level 
appointees. That's theoretically true 
But, in actual practice, the situa- 
tion isn’t nearly so simple nor clear- 
cut. 

In one of his Newsweek columns, 
under the significant title “The 
Shackles of Victory,” Raymond 
Moley wrote: “A conquering gen- 
eral who turned statesman, the 
Duke of Wellington, once said that 
‘nothing except a battle lost can be 
half so melancholy as a battle won,’ 
Another victorious general turned 
statesman, Dwight D, Eisenhower, 
is probably thinking something ex- 
actly like that. For this warrior who 
hurled armies across Europe is beat- 
ing futile blows against the rubber 
wall of bureaucracy ... He cannot 
as of this date administer his gov- 
ernment because he lacks the very 
vitals of control, He can and has 
appointed a group of what are tech- 
nically called top policymaking of- 
ficers . . . They, like the President, 
are Gullivers bound down by Lilli- 
putions, without whom they can 
know nothing and do nothing but 
because of whom they cannot ef- 
fectively carry out the policies and 
promises of their party.” 

Mr. Moley went on to cite some 
examples. According to him, Sec- 
retary Hobby has some 30,000 em- 
ployees under her, but when she 
took over she had only 16 available 
job openings. Secretary Weeks sup- 
posedly runs $5,000 people, but he 
could fill only 4,000 jobs, most of 
them of an extremely minor’ nature. 
Secretary Benson found that he 
could immediately replace only 500 
of his more than 55,000 workers. 
Matters seem to have been sim- 
ilar in the other branches and de- 
partments.

OIL INDUSTRY DEVELOPS 
NEW FIRE-FIGHTING PLAN 


Fighting fires with air is a new 
technique in handling blazes that 
sometimes wipe out large stdr- 
age tanks of crude oil. The me- 
thod works on the simple prin- 
ciple that if burning oil is cooled 
below its flame point, the fire 
goes out. A crude oil fire cannot 
be cooled by water or by liquid 
foam containing water because 
of the ensuing explosive steam. 
Bubbles of air rising from the 
bottom of a tank, however, will 
bring up cold oil and cool the 
surface until the flames die 
down. The oil industry, because 
of its progressive development 
of new techniques and materials 
in safety and fire prevention, is 
one of the safest industries in 
the nation. Its record for fire 
prevention is three times as good 
as the national average.

IT COMES FROM THE 
HEART SAYS ED WELLING 


Ed Welling is back in town, af- 
ter a year spent in Venezuela, 


jand he is a very euthusiastic 


man about getting along with 
people of other nations. “It com- 
es from the heart” say Ed. “You 
can have all your government 
sponsored programs, and every- 
thing else, but if the heart isn’t 
in it, it does no good.” Ed should 
now, after the experiences he 
has had. 

Ed_ graduated from Wilming- 
ton High School in i94s, and 
then joined the Navy, where he 
served for two years in the Pac- 
ific theatre. Afterwards he went 
to Tufts college, and giaduated, 
with an AB degree, in 1949. One 
week later he was married, and 
and his bride the former 
Marie Paul of Jamaica Plain, 
started a scliool in Jamaica Plain 
which they operated for two 
years. Then they went to Whit- 
man, Mass, where they both 
taught school. 

It was while they were at 
Whitman that they heard about 
the Opening available in a school 
in Venezuela, and they decided 
to try it. They accepted the offer, 
and were flown to Venezuela in 
August 1952. An official com- 
mittee met them. Ed began to 
teach in the Escuela Bella Vista, 
at Maracaibo, the oil capitol of 
Venezuela, 

The school is a modern struc- 
ture, with every modern con- 
venierice, as fine as any of the 
schools in the United States. It 
is attended by children of the 
Americans in that country, and 
by Venezuelan pupils as well, 
about 180 American youths and 
about 60 Venezuelans. The 
school costs about $75 a month, 
in tuition fees. 

Ed and his wife found every- 
thing to their liking in Venezu- 
ela. Their philospohy is that a 
person has to put something in, 
to get something in feturn. He 
found that he soon had many 
friends. In addition to teaching, 
Ed organized a soft ball team, 
not only in his own school, but 
in other schdols as well. A lea: 
was organized, embracing Eng- 
lish and Venezuelans as well as 
Americans. It was a_ marvel to 
Ed to watch young fellows, 7th 
and 8th graders, who had never 
thrown a ball, learning to throw 
the ball in true yankee style. 
Ed also organized a Cub Pack, 
with about 40 Cub Scouts, reg- 
istered with the Boy Scouts of 
America. 

Venezuela, to Ed, is a marvel- 
ous country. He reports that the

people are quite progressive, 
and willing to forge ahead. He 
thinks that they appreciate very 
much the efforts of private in- 
dividuals to foster friendship 
and “understanding. “It was a 
most marvelous experience” says 
Ed, speaking of the attitudes 
that he found. “The people are 
always willing to be met half 
way, and the Venezulans show 
ed their appreciation of any 
friendship very much.” 

When Ed and his wife left 
Venezuela, there was not just 
a committee to see them off. 
There were over 150 friends at 
the airport, and they showered 
Ed and his wife with gifts, and 
extracted promises of a 5} 
return. 

Now Ed is going to Tufra, for 
another year, to earn his Mas- 
ter’s degree. After that — its 
back to Venezuela for Mr, and 
Mrs. Welling.

Jim Lawler wanted to know how 
many rubbish colléction licenges 
there had been issued, in 
town of Wilmington, and, if any 
one had ever been, refused a lic- 
ense.
